May o r Warren Walder has carried o n a 
ru nning battle with the Chicago No rth- 
Westerfi Railro ad fo r so me mo nths o v er the 
badly deterio rated co nditio n o f the tracks 
alo ng Riv er Street, 
At Mo nday night’s meeting o f the Dix o n 
City Co u ncil he read a letter fro m Harry 
Stern, chief railro ad engineer fo r the Co m­ 
merce Co mmissio n. The letter was addressed 
to D. L. Bo ger, assistant div isio n manager fo r 
engineering o f the CNW. 
Stern said in the letter a member o f his 
staff had inspected the tracks alo ng with 
Walder and Street Su pt. Cliarles Sterricker o n 
March 24. 
The letter stated: 
“Altho u gh it was 
ev ident that patching material has been 
applied, the may o r adv ised that city crews 
hav e been do ing all the wo rk and the railro ad 
has no t perfo rmed any maintenance which 
was pro mised in y o u r letter o f Jan. 10.” 


“Acco rding to o u r inspecto r’s repo rt,” the ; 
letter co ntinu ed, “the bitu mino u s material in ; 
the entire track area alo ng Riv er Street be- ; 
tween Peo ria Av enu e and Crawfo rd Av enu e ; 
mu st be stripped o u t and replaced with a new 
o v erlay o f ho t bitu miniu s mix . This wo rk is 
requ ired as so o n as po ssible and sho u ld be ac­ 
co mplished no later than mid su mmer,” 
The letter info rmed the rail o fficial Walder 
is prepared to file a fo rmal co mplaint with the 
co mmissio n requ esting a hearing and 
seeking a co mmissio n o rder fo r the wo rk. 
Tlie letter co nclu ded with the ho pe the 
railro ad wo u ld begin the wo rk to av o id any 
fo rmal co mmissio n actio n. 


Walder co mmented after reading the 
letter that “Realistically . I anticipate no 
mo re wo rk being do ne than has been do ne.” 
Bu t he emphasized “we feel stro ngly eno u gh 
abo u t it to take it to co u rt.”

'The Ottawa Av enu e ho u se can be remo deled to 
meet bu ilding co des fo r $4,6 00 which is almo st $18,- 
000 less than had been estimated as the rehabilita­ 
tio n co st o f the Mo rgan Street ho me co nsidered last 
mo nth. 
The Finance Co mmittee inspected eight resi­ 


dences and narro wed the cho ices to three. TTien the 
co mmittee cho se the o ne reco mmended o n the basis 
o f beiiig the mo st su itable, hav ing the least remo d­ 
eling co st estimate and the o ne best lo cated, acco rd­ 
ing to No rden. 
Ju dge Tho mas Ho rnsby po inted o u t the de­ 
creased co st o f remo deling the ho me o ffsets the 
higher price and is financially better fo r the co u nty 
since the pu rchase price co mes fro m federal rev e­ 
nu e sharing fu nds, while remo deling co sts mu st 
co me fro m the financially tro u bled General Fu nd. 
Tlie bo ard o n a 17 to 8 v o te appro v ed a grant to 
the Lee Co u nty Co u ncil fo r the Aging to assist in 
starting a transpo rtatio n sy stem fo r the aged and 
the handicapped. 
A grant is ex pected to fu rnish a 20-passenger 
bu s and a 12- to 15-passenger v an and the co u ncil 
has pro jected a $22,000 o perating bu dget fo r the first 
y ear and estimates fares will co v er $11,000 o f this 
amo u nt and so u ght the balance as a grant fro m the 
co u nty . 
An interlu de interru pted the presentatio n o f re­ 
qu ests fo r fu nds when Finance Co mmittee mem­ 
bers specu lated the Target Ho u se ex penditu re 
might no t be co nsidered a so cial serv ice ex pense. 
Tliis bro u ght fo rth a mo tio n by Warren Faber, 
District 2, which was seco nded by Verno n Gittleso n, 
also o f District 2, that the co sts o f the Target Ho me 
and the grant to the aging co u ncil bo th be co nsid­ 
ered as so cial serv ice grants. 
Beliind this mo tio n is a reso lu tio n passed in 
Febru ary which su ggests the co u nty allo cate 20 per 
cent o f this y ear’s federal rev enu e fu nds to so cial 
serv ice ex penditu res. 
Tlie amo u nt is lo o sely estimated to be $6 0,000 
and members go t into a hassle whether the prev io u s 
bo ard actio n set a gu ideline o r established a fix ed 
amo u nt to be spent fo r so cial serv ices. 
Members decided the qu estio n by defeating the 
mo tio n o n a 10 to 15 v o te. 
Kreider Serv ices was granted $15,000 o n a u nan­ 
imo u s v o te which is to be u sed to assist the agency 
to pu rchase the Ey elet bu ilding in the Airpo rt In­ 
du strial Park. 
Tlie o rganizatio n had asked fo r $30,000 bu t this 
amo u nt was redu ced to $15,000 by the Finance Co m­ 
mittee. 
Tlien came a requ est fro m the Open Sesame 
Qiild Care Center fo r $2,500 which squ eaked by o n a 
13 to 12 v o te. 


Tlie center is o perated by a bo ard u nder the 
spo nso rship o f the Dix o n Qiu rch Co u ncil and will be 
held in the First United Metho dist Chu rch. 
Tlie city o f Dix o n has o ffered $2,500 if the co u nty 
pro v ided a like amo u nt. Tlie fu nds are needed fo r 
start-u p “seed” mo ney . 
Tlie center will b^o m e self-su fficient and will 
receiv e so me state-federal grant mo ney , bu t mu st 
be started by u se o f lo cal fu nds which are u sed to 
pay o perating ex penses fo r the first few mo nths the 
center is o pen. It is pro jected to begin o perating in 
May .

Kremlin watchers note that non- 
person Iosif Vissarionovich Dzhu­ 
gashvili (Stalin) is now being re­ 
turned to public attention in the So­ 
viet Union—for long years sunk 
Without a trace. 
* 
Stalin, only three inches over five 
feet tall, was called Koba by his few 
intimates. And on March 5, 1953, at 
5 :5 0 p.m., he suffered a brain hem- 
prrhage in the Kremlin and died 
Jhere, age 7 3. 
* 
The result was the same as the 
death of Lenin on Jan. 21, 1924 . Stal­ 
in’s death began a typical bloodbath 
in answer to the permanent Soviet 
question: 
“ Kto kogo?” —“ Who is 
lover who?” 
; 
It took Stalin —which m eans 
Steel—10 years to consolidate his 
power. At first he backed into his fu 
lure and clouded his movements in a 
•diversionary smokescreen as he 
went. Then he reversed his tech 
■nique and, like a bull-leaper, vaulted 
lover the horns. 
I 
Stalin called fear “ the greatest 
imotivating force for mankind” —and 
tie should know. He seized power by 
.the deadly process of killing off his 
intim ates one by one. In fact, Stalin 
secretly shot 10 of his intimates all 
on the sam e d ay. These included Lev 
Karakhan, a friend whose trust Stal­ 
in so infamously a bused. 
All were appartchiki—Commu­ 
nist party career men. And under 
Stalin’s 16 -year rule at least 7 00,000 
members of the Communist party 
were murdered or perished in labor 
camps. 
His long reach stretched even to 
Leon Trotsky’s safe refuge in a Mex­ 


ico City fortress home. An assassin ’s 
Alpine pick, Stalin-directed, crashed 
into Trotsky’s skull and the blood 
from his brain spilled over the sheet 
of his manuscript of Trotsky’s “ Life 
of Stalin.” 
Exiled Nobel Prize winner Alek­ 
sandr I. Solzhenitsyn points out in 
his “ The Gulag Archipelago” that in 
the 80 years of Czarist rule from 1926 
to 1906, 1,397 persons were given the 
death penalty. A full 500 had their 
sentences suspended or managed to 
escape But in the two years 1937 -38 
under Stalin this “ supreme m eas­ 
ure” was inflicted against about lVfc 
million people. 
In addition, Stalin deliberately 
starved to death millions of disgrun­ 
tled peasants, as in the Ukraine. 
Nor did the Red Army escape. Its 
capture of Berlin struck Stalin not 
only as a triumph, but also as a 
warning that such an army could al­ 
so take Moscow. So he promptly 
purged the leaders of the Red Army. 
Nikita Krushchev, in turn, to 
faster consolidate his own position, 
made Stalin a nonperson in the 
U.S.S.R. Russia was saved by the 
Stalin grad victory. Khrushchev 
made it officially the “ Battle of the 
Volga.” 
The R ussian expression for 
someone who has very little power is 
“ short hands.” Ultimately, this was 
Khrushchev. And he himself fared 
no better than Stalin. 
Stalin’s skeleton walked out of 
the closet, snapping its bony fingers. 
Khrushchev was buried in Mos­ 
cow’s obscure, suburban Novode- 
vichye Cemetery on Sept. 14 , 197 1. 
Not one former Kremlin colleague 


came. The only one who had the 
courage and decency even to send a 
wreath with the standard red ribbon 
was Anastas I. Mikoyan. 
An outdated, unframed photo­ 
graph of Khrushchev at the age of 
about 50 sat forlornly above the 
white slab giving his birth and death 
dates and only Pravda and Izvestia, 
and no provincial nespaper whatev­ 
er, briefly noted the passing of the 
man who had led the Soviet Union 
for 11 years. 


Only recently has a small and 
controversial 
monument 
been 
placed in Khrushchev’s memory. 
The Soviet Union calls itself the 
Sovietskaya Valst—the dictatorship 
of the proletariat. Yet Communist 
party boss Leonid I. Brezhnev re­ 
cently stated that there are 14 12 mil­ 
lion Communists in the Soviet Union. 
They rule the 250 million population. 
This means rule by less than six per 
cent of the people. And, even so, that 
rule is enforced by a minority with­ 
in the ridiculously sm all m inority. 
The real power rests with the tiny 
group of Central Committee mem­ 
bers who are the fraction that belong 
to the Politburo. Their method is 
simply to shut out public participa­ 
tion in the party in their basic con­ 
cept of minority rule. 
We are not faced by a man. We 
are faced by a system . 
The Soviet Union has seen Len- 
nin, Stalin, Malenkov, Bulganin, 
Khrushchev and now Brezhnev. The 
deaths of Lenin and Stalin, like the 
vanishing of the others, saw no 
change whatever—not one iota—in 
this fundamental.

Cons ume rs pre fe r to 
do it the ms e lv e s

If the overwhelming majority 
of American consumers have 
their way. Congress will again 
shelve the idea of setting up a su­ 
per consumer advocate in Wash­ 
ington. 
Although the empowering leg­ 
islation, “ The Consumer Protec­ 
tion Agency Act of 197 5,” has been 
endorsed by an impressive 11-1 
vote in the Senate’s Government 
Operations Committee, American 
consumers, by a 7 5 per cent m a­ 
jority, are opposed to the creation 
of a new, independent consumer 
agency within the federal govern­ 
m ent-according, that is, to an­ 
other of those ubiquitous public 
opinion surveys. 


The survey found that only 13 
per cent of consumers support the 
bill (S.200), which its proponents 
say would give consumers a larg­ 
er voice in helping shape govern­ 
ment decisions. Not only that, but 
more than half of the 13 per cent 
who initially favored such an 
agency changed their m inds when 
told that the bill calls for the gov­ 
ernment to spend $60 million to 
set up and operate the new agen­ 
cy over the first three years. 
A total of 12 per cent of the 
public had no opinion either way. 
Opinion 
Research Corp. of 


Princeton, N .J., conducted the 
survey, which was commissioned 
by The Business Roundtable. A 
total of 2,038 people of voting age 
were interviewed in their homes 
between Jan. 10 and Feb. 3, 197 5. 
All sections of the country and all 
population groups were repre­ 
sented. 
One would have guessed other­ 
wise from listening to the com ­ 
plaints of some consumer acti­ 
vists, but the survey found that 
the public is generally satisfied 
with the consumer protection ef­ 
forts of existing governm ent 
agencies. Almost eight out of 10 
consumers feel they are being 
treated fairly by the government. 


Asked about present federal 
agencies in the consumer field, 
most of the people interviewed 
had heard of the Office of Con­ 
sumer Affairs, the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission and 
the Environm ental Protection 
Agency, and most felt they were 
doing effective jobs. 
Thus given the choice between 
creating a new agency or making 
existing ones more effective, they 
strongly favored improving pres­ 
ent agencies by 7 5 per cent to 13 
per cent, as noted. 
The survey also found that 27 
per cent of consumers believe 


they are “ alm ost alw ays” treated 
fairly by business, while 59 per 
cent feel 
they are 
“ usually” 
treated fairly. Thirteen per cent 
said they have been treated un­ 
fairly. 
Yet even in cases in which peo­ 
ple have been dissatisfied with 
some product or service, the sur­ 
vey showed that they believe the 
best places to go in order to get 
something done about it are the 
person or business they dealt with 
in the first place, the Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau and the company 
that made the product or fur­ 
nished the service. 
Only 8 per cent of the public 
look to federal consumer agencies 
to correct unfair treatm ent. 
Supporters of the Consumer 
Protection Agency could argue, of 
course, that this last statistic, es­ 
pecially, underscores how much 
Americans need to be educated in 
the matter of their consumer 
rights. 
Yet despite the constant din of 
criticism of American business 
and the all too frequent exam ples 
of businesses failing to perform 
as they should perform, there 
seems to be a notable absence of 
any popular groundswell in favor 
of enshrining the consumerism 
movement in its own agency in 
the national government.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- The 
present debacle in South Vietnam is, 
in considerable measure, a story of 
the indecisiveness and self doubts of 
one man. 
President Theiu cannot make up 
his mind. He says yesone day, no the 
next and then maybe. Or goes back 
to his original stand, then comes 
back a few days later and cancels 
everything out. 
This has always been so, at least 
since Americans became involved 
as Vietnamese advisers, thus privy 
to “ insider” meetings and decisions. 
Friends close to Thieu as a general 
years ago, and others who have 
known him intimately as president, 
tell the sam e story. 


When the pace is slow, Thieu’s 
zigs and zags usually cause no trau­ 
matic tragedies. Compromises are 
worked out, decisions eventually 
made and something gets done. 
But these, obviously, are not or­ 
dinary times. Saigon will collapse 
unless Thieu gets hold of himself—or 
some strong-willed 
leader 
takes 
over. 
Thieu made his withdrawal deci­ 
sions privately, canceled them once, 
then resumed them Commanders in 
the field and junior officers in scat­ 
tered units did not know what to do. 
Neither, of course, did the sergeants

or privates. So they panicked. It was 
every man for himself. 
The South Vietnamese arm y is 
not strong on indoctrination. It de­ 
pends rather on leadership. When 
officers are uncertain or doubtful 
about what to do, the troops go to 
pieces. When generals are indeci­ 
sive, many officers flunk out. 
The past two years have set a 
pattern. When Thieu has issued or­ 
ders to stand fast, the best of the 
South Vietnamese units held against 
strong odds. They gave ground 
grudgingly—and made North Viet­ 
namese units pay a heavy price for 
every acre of land occupied. 
But every time there was uncer­ 
tainty at the top, that is in Thieu’s 
presidential palace, the units col­ 
lapsed—the same units which had 
fought so gallantly in other battles 
under the sam e generals. 
Take the excursion into Laos sev­ 
eral years back, an attack aimed at 
cutting key sections of the Ho Chi 
Minh trails. The advance was excel­ 
lently executed. The South Vietnam­ 
ese showed up very well indeed. 
But success brought an undue ex­ 
tension of the lines. More units were 
needed if the operation was to meet 
its objectives Stripping other areas 
of troops involved taking risks and 
there was the danger, of course, that 
the whole column could be trapped 
Thieu lapsed into one of his indeci­ 


sive periods. He couldn’t make up 
his mind whether to commit more 
infantry or not. This bought time for 
the North Vietnamese to bring more; 
of their own troops into play. Having; 
thus increased the risks, Thieu half; 
made up his mind: He decided to- 
take no more chances, leave the 
door open for retreat but make no- 
plans for orderly withdrawal. As id 
the present instance, there had been: 
no preparation. Commanders did; 
not know what to do. Junior officers 
most 
certainly did not. 
Troops; 
caught the fever and panicked. The; 
return to Vietnam becam e a rout. 
What had started as a brillian m a­ 
neuver and bravely fought, ended as 
a tragic failure. 


Yet in a series of battles after 
that debacle, some of the sam e 
troops, firmly directed from Saigon 
and strongly led, died in place with­ 
out retreating, battling for every 
house in every block. 
W ithdraw als or re tre a ts are 
highly complicated military maneu­ 
vers, wherein every commander 
and officer must know precisely 
what he is to do at each step along 
the way. There is nothing more de­ 
moralizing if junior officers and 
troops think of the action as retreat 
without a fight. Disaster is inevita­ 
ble unless officers are there with 
both feet bucking up their men.

fair trade 
p ricing 
arrange­ 
ments. 
“Fair trade laws are little 
more 
than 
anticomp etitiv e 
p rice-fix ing, u nadorned with 
any 
redeeming 
featu res,’’ 
Lewis Engman, FTC chairman, 
told Congress earlier this y ear. 
He added: “We dou bt that we 
needed them when we got 
them. We are confident that we 
do not need them now.’’ He 
cited a 1969 rep ort su ggesting 
that fair trade laws cost the 
consu mer $1.5 billion a y ear. 
Fair trading, in which a man­ 
u factu rer generally sets a p rice 
that his distribu tors and retai­ 
lers are ex p ected to honor, be­ 
gan du ring the dep ression of 
the 1930s, the first law being 
enacted in California. 
In 1937, the Miller-Ty dings 
Act went into effect, p ermitting 
indiv idu al states to write fair 
trade laws granting ex emp tion 
from both the Sherman Anti­ 
tru st 
Act 
and the Federal 
Trade Commission Act. 
And in 195 2 the McGu ire Act 
was p assed, p ermitting manu ­ 
factu rers to hold retailers to 
fix ed p rices ev en thou gh the 
retailers declined to sign con­ 
tracts of agreement. 
At their height, fair trade 
laws ex isted in 46 states. The 


nu mber now is down to 36. Only 
13 still hav e McGu ire Act p rov i­ 
sions. 
The rationale for fair trading 
is that it p rev ents cu tthroat 
comp etition. That might hav e 
been so du ring the dep ression 
of the 1930s, say s Richard Giv ­ 
ens, head of the New York FTC 
office, bu t it isn’t tru e any long­ 
er. 
“Du ring the 1930s, the p rob­ 
lem arose from a deficiency of 
bu y ing p ower, which led to 
drastic p rice declines and in­ 
tense comp etition inv olv ing nu ­ 
merou s sales below cost on a 
large scale,’’ Giv ens said in an 
interv iew. 
“The ty p e of economic p inch 
which ex ists today is entirely 
different. The p resent situ ation 
arises ou t of the scarcity of 
certain limited resou rces, su ch 
as p etroleu m, and the increase 
in the cost of su ch items.’’ 
Becau se certain ex p enses are 
forced higher, the manu fac­ 
tu rer and p robably the retailer 
also striv e to keep p rices com- 
p ensatorily high instead of re­ 
sorting to innov ativ e, cost-cu t­ 
ting techniq u es. 
'Hie worst ty p e of p rice-fix ­ 
ing, according to Giv ens, is 
horizontal, which ex ists when 
retailers, distribu tors or manu ­ 
factu rers, instead of comp eting, 
agree to sell for the same 
p rice. 
By contrast, v ertical leav es 
some room for comp etition. It 
generally inv olv es the manu fac­ 
tu rer of a certain p rodu ct in­ 
sisting that the retailer sell for 


a certain p rice. Bu t that still 
leav es comp etition 
among 
retailers, and among different 
manu factu rers also. 
You may be certain p rice-fix ­ 
ing of some sort will alway s 
p rev ail. Practitioners fail to 
recognize that, in their self-in­ 
terest, they are reinv enting old 
techniq u es 
to 
av oid 
com­ 
p etition. “Their ex cu ses are se­ 
du ctiv ely rational,’’ say s Giv ­ 
ens. 
Among the techniq u es are 
what hav e come to be known as 
p hantom freight charges, the 
cu stomer being charged for 
freight from a giv en distance 
ev en 
thou gh 
that 
distance 
might not hav e been inv olv ed. 
Ty ing arrangements are a-n- 
other knot. If y ou bu y one p rod­ 
u ct y ou mu st bu y another; that 
is, if y ou bu y the cop y ing m a­ 
chine y ou hav e to bu y the p a­ 
p er too. 
Bu t of all the dev ices, fair 
trading is p robably the most 
obv iou s. Say s Engman : 
“Rep eal of the Miller-Ty dings 
and McGu ire Acts will encou r­ 
age market innov ation, it will 
redu ce p rices and it will in­ 
crease consu mer choice in the 
market p lace.’’

The recession has come to 
roost in that last reflection of 
American society: the garbage 
dump. 
Cities across the country, 
contending in recent years with 
increasing mountains of trash, 
have 
suddenly 
found 
the 
amount of garbage they must 
collect is decreasing, and some 
officials blame the recession. 
“ People are wasting less be­ 
cause they have less,” was 
New York Environmental Pro­ 
tection 
Administor 
R obert 
Low’s explanation. 
In many large cities, reces­ 
sion has cut the simple volume 
of garbage. But the decrease 
shows up in specific types of 
waste, too: Kansas City reports

fewer big items such as appli­ 
ances being thrown out. In New 
York, abandoned cars are not 
the problem they were two 
years ago. 
New York’s total volume of 
garbage was 553,754 tons for 
the first two months of the 
year, down 1 per cent from the 
same period of 1974. The de­ 
cline, which began last year, 
was the first in officials’ memo­ 
ry, and they said it might be 
the first since World War II. 
Chicago reported a drop of 
about 2 to 5 per cent in house­ 
hold refuse and a decline of 
about 10 per cent in bulk items 
such as appliances. 
“ We figure that new appli­ 
ances aren’t coming in the 
front door, so the old ones 
aren’t going out the back,” said 
R obert 
Zralek, deputy sani­ 
tation commissioner. 
Joseph R eichert, director of 
the Kansas City R efuse Depart­ 
ment, said he had also noticed 
a decline in calls to pick up old 
stoves, refrigerators, furniture 
— what his department calls 
“ white goods.” 
“ In January and Februarv. 


we were getting about 40 calls 
a day instead of the usual 60 to 
65 a day,” he said. 
R eichert said refuse tonnage 
is down about 10 per cent but 
that he has no way of knowing 
what types of ordinary garbage 
are decreasing. 
Zralek said the decline was 
first noticed last fall in Chi­ 
cago, with collectors seeing 
fewer cartons from candy, ice 
cream, beer and other nones­ 
sential goods. He said people 
are economizing by buying few­ 
er prepared foods and “ TV din­ 
ners” and that means fewer 
wrappers. 
The major exception to the 
drop in wastes was in Miami, 
where officials said Florida is 
the nation’s fastest growing 
state and they expect the in­ 
crease, some 5 per cent yearly, 
to continue. 
And in New York officials 
say some middle class neigh­ 
borhoods are actually produc­ 
ing more garbage. The officials 
said they theorize it’s because 
residents are spending more 
-time at home and taking short­ 
er vacations.

New mothers face conflicts 


By J OANNE KOCH 
“ When she has one of her 
cranky , colicky day s, my entire 
life centers on coping, just get­ 
ting through the day . I resent 
just liv ing for that. On good 
d ay s,! hav e all this ex tra ener­ 
gy but I can’t make plans. 
There’s not enough time be- 
t v een naps and feedings to get 
started 
on 
any 
satisfy in g 
work.” 
The speaker is a new mother, 
of course. Ty pical of many con­ 
temporary mothers, Anne gav e 
up an interesting job shortly be­ 
fore the birth of her daughter 
although she plans to return to 
work ev entually . She has no 
parents or 
relativ es in 
her 
neighborhood to help her. But 
she does hav e a husband who is 
willing to share many of the 
parenting tasks. And she is liv ­ 
ing in a society which is begin­ 
ning to accept the notion that a 
woman’s ultim ate fulfillment is 
not necessarily to be found in 
the care and feeding of a tiny 
bundle of squawks, drools and 
demands 
The motherhood my stique is 
gradually going the way of the 
feminine m y stique. And Anne, 
along with many other new 
mothers, sees this as a healthy 
dev elopment. 
"At least I can fall apart once 
in a while. I can admit to my 
husband that I som etim es re­ 
sent my setup and know that he 
won’t blame me. It must be 
much worse if a woman has to 


pretend that she lov es ev ery 
minute of those first grueling 
months. 
‘‘My 
husband 
understands 
what I’m going through. We at­ 
tended 
the 
Lamaze 
natural 
childbirth classes together two 
months before deliv ery . They 
helped prepare both of us for 
the mix ed feelings that child­ 
birth would bring. 
“ If a woman doesn’t prepare 
herself, sh e’s v ictimized by the 
motherhood my th. She thinks 
she’s not supposed to be dissat­ 
isfied, fatigued and ev en re­ 
sentful about the enormous de­ 
m ands suddenly placed on 
her.” 
There are no formulas to 
make parenthood the blissful 
ex perience many ex pect it to 
be. But there are way s to alle­ 
v iate the difficulties and make 
room for more satisfaction. 
First, as Anne suggests, take 
adv antage of one of the prena­ 
tal courses offered by most 
large hospitals or community 
colleges and attend them with 
y our husband. 
Try to establish a network of 
contacts with other ex pectant 
or new mothers. This can serv e 
as y our ex tended fam ily offer­ 
ing support, baby -sitting ex ­ 
changes and adv ice. Parents 
after Childbirth 
Education 
(P.A.C.E.) is a relativ ely new 
group which may help to fill 
this need.

D EAR DR. LAM B — I was 
hospitalized with pneumonia 
and an accumulation of fluid on 
my lung. When I was released 
from the hospital I was told to 
increase my activities slowly 
and that I would be back to 
work in two weeks.

After nearly eight months I ’m 
not back to work yet. I have 
viral myocarditis, and was told 
this requires time and rest. 
My heart beats fast. It was 
120, now it is around 100. I ’m 
taking Lanoxin and was started 
on Prednisone to reverse the in­ 
flammation.

healthy, never even took an 
aspirin. Would you explain 
what myocarditis is? 
Is it 
uncommon? How long might 
this take?

D EAR REA D ER — I know 
you must be discouraged, but 
hang in there. There are many 
different kinds of heart disease. 
The most common type is heart 
damage caused by 
fatty- 
cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries to the heart muscle. 
They cause muscle damage by 
obstruction of the flow of blood 
to the heart muscle. 
Next on the list is high blood 
pressure, which increases the 
fatty-cholesterol deposits and 
leads to vascular disease of the 
heart and arteries in the body.

during the years that rheu­ 
matic heart disease was a ma­ 
jor health problem. 
Your condition is rather rare. 
It means that your heart mus­ 
cle, called the myocardium 
(“ myo” means muscle and 
“ card” refers to heart) has 
become inflamed. The inflam ­ 
mation can be caused by any 
number of infectious agents 
(germ s), and the body reaction 
that follows. Viruses are com­ 
mon offenders. In rheumatic 
heart disease, from streptococ­ 
cal germs, the reaction often 
involved the heart muscle and 
was called rheumatic myocar­ 
ditis, 
'Hie inflamed heart muscle 
loses its strength and hence its 
ability to contract forcefully. 
'This can lead to heart failure. 
To help your heart your doctor 
has given you Lanoxin which is 
a 
type 
of 
digitalis 
that 
strengthens the heart muscle 
contractions. 
Fast heart rates are common 
in m yocarditis, particularly 
when the inflammation is most 
severe. As your condition im­ 
proves it should slow down 
more. 
It is unpredictable how long 
your problem will persist. And 
I’ll level with you, it w ill take a 
while to tell how much perman- 
nent damage to the heart mus­ 
cle you w ill have. Some of those 


inflamed heart muscle fibers 
are permanently damaged in 
some cases, but not all. When 
the damage is minimal, your 
heart function or pumping ac­ 
tion returns to normal. If there 
is a lot of permanent muscle 
damage, the muscle may never 
be as strong as before and your 
activity may be limited. 
The degree of limitation, if 
any, can only be judged with 
time and after the disease has 
run its course. How long that 
will take varies in each case, 
and how your 
own 
body 
responds to the heart involve­ 
ment. Many people do recover, 
though, and return to normal 
living with little or no restric­ 
tions. I hope that w ill eventually 
be the case for you.

And until 1935, when 
some rudimentary equipment 
arrived, all the drying, curing, 
conditioning, shredding, blend­ 
ing and packaging was done by 
hand. 
“ Prior to that,” he says, “ I 
happened to run across a letter 
that had been sent to Menard 
where a company out of St. 
Louis had sent by steamboat a 
hogshead of tobacco to the Il­ 


linois State Penitentiary 
at 
Menard. That was dated 1898.’’ 
It still comes in hogsheads, 
from Virginia, the Carolinas, 
Maryland and Kentucky, but 
now it’s trucked. Most months 
300 pounds are allocated for 
cigarettes, 1,200 for loose to­ 
bacco and 300 for “ chaws’, as 
Henson 
says.

500,000 


cigarettes are made a month. 


“Our machine,” Henson says, 
“ has a capacity of running 
about 1,600 cigarettes a minute 
but we have it set up right now 
that it makes about 1,000 to 1,- 
100 a minute. We don’t run it at 
full capacity because we don’t 
have to.

A new tax plan introduced in 
the Illinois General Assembly 
would repeal the 5 per cent 
sales tax on food and pre­ 
scription drugs and raise it by 
1 per cent on everything else. 
The proposal was made Tues­ 
day by Sen. James “ Pate” 
Philip, R-Elmhurst, who said 
his plan would remove the tax 
burden from the necessities of 
life and place it on less neces­ 
sary items. 
Philip estimated that a fam i­ 
ly of four could save $175 to 
$200 a year by not paying taxes 
on food and drug purchases. 
He did not estimate how 
much the same family might 
have to pay in additional taxes 


on other purchases but said 
that the state treasury would 
be unaffected. 
Philip’s proposal was sup­ 
ported by Senate Republican 
leader William C. Harris, R- 
Pontiac, 
and 
Com ptroller 
George Lindberg, also a Re­ 
publican. 
Less than a year ago Harris 
called a proposal by Gov. Dan­ 
iel Walker to eliminate the 
sales tax on prescription drugs 
“ phony” tax relief. 
Answering questions at 
a 
news conference, Lindberg said 
it was true that Philip’s plan 
took money out of one pocket to 
put 
into 
another. 
However, 
Philip said the poor and the el­ 
derly would benefit from the 


proposal because they spend 
larger percentages of their in­ 
come on food and drugs. Meals 
in restaurants and alcoholic 
beverages would still be taxed 
under the new proposal. 
Republican 
senators 
dis­ 
cussed Philip’s plan for nearly 
two hours in private meeting 
Tuesday night, but there was 
no agreement on its merits. 
Philip 
acknowledged 
that 
some in his party opposed the 
plan, but said he expected it to 
receive 
Democratic 
support 
when presented to the General 
Assembly. 
He estimated the tax plan 
would cost the state about $265 
million and local governments 
about $61 million in lost reve­ 


nues. But he said this loss 
would be replaced by the high­ 
er tax on other items. 
Under Philip’s proposal, the 
state’s share of the sales tax 
would rise from 4 per cent to 
4.8 per cent on non-food and 
drug purchases, while local 
governments would be allowed 
to raise their levy from 1 per 
cent to 1.2 per cent. 
“ Most tax reform plans in 
the past have been worthless 
because they refused to deal 
squarely with the lost-revenue 
problem to government,” Philip 
said. 
The GOP senator said he had 
received favorable reaction to 
his proposal from the state’s 
business community, which has 


opposed sim ilar legislation in 
the past. 
One objection has been that 
prescription drugs are not tax­ 
ed directly. Instead, druggists 
pay a tax on their ingredients 
and generally pass this cost on 
to the consumer. Some have 
suggested that if the sales tax 
were repealed druggists would 
not pass the savings on to con­ 
sumers. 
Harris, who was instrumental 
in killing W alker’s proposal in 
July, said then, “ What is dead 
is Governor W alker’s phony 
plan to eliminate the tax on 
medicine. That is not tax relief 
for the people. It’s a tax cut for 
pharmacists.” 
Another objection has been 


that grocery stores would have 
difficulty separating 
taxable 
items from non-taxable items 
at the checkout stand. 
Philip said this was still a 
problem but added that within 
a few years many stores would 
have electronic scanning de­ 
vices that would do the job 
automatically. 
Before Philip announced his 
plan, the House Revenue Com­ 
mittee voted down a proposal 
by Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R- 
Arlington Heights, to repeal the 
sales tax on all drugs, medi 
cines and medical supplies for 
humari consumption. Opponents 
said it was “ unworkable” and 
one of the worst ways to bring 
about tax relief.

Grant, National Direct Student 
Loan, Supplemental Education 
Opportunity G rant, Illin ois 
Guaranteed Loan Program , 
College Work-Study Program, 
Em ergency Loan Program , 
and Law Enforcement Educa­ 
tion Program. He indicated 
there are also numerous local 


scholarships available. 
“ Any student going to college 
should apply. Most financial aid 
programs are based on needs. 
Students can apply at Kishwau­ 
kee College or through their 
high school counselors,” said 
Louis. 
Kishwaukee College’s Work- 
Study funding for the 1975-76 
school year will almost be dou­ 
bled over this year’s funding. 
“ Another major source of in­ 
come for students at Kishwau­ 
kee,” said Louis, “ is the veter­ 
an’s G I Bill. We have approxi­ 
mately 535 veterans here. Illi­ 
nois veterans may have their 
tuition and mandatory fees paid 
by the Illinois State Veterans 
Scholarship plus the G I Bill 
which is the monthly stipend.” 
Louis said the monthly veter­ 
an stipend varies depending on 
the number of dependents and 
semester hours taken. He said a 
veteran, who is a half-time stu­ 
dent with no dependents, would 
received $135 a month, while a 
full-time veteran student with 
two dependents would receive 
$366 a month. Tutorial assist­ 
ance is also available. 
“ Apply now for financial aid 
to go to college,” said Louis.

Models, slides, visitor-partic- 
ipation units, and a color film 
all are incorporated to present 
to museum visitors the story of 
sickle cell anemia—its causes, 
characteristics, and the contin­ 
uing research being done in the 
field. 
Although in this country the 
disorder prim arily affects the 
black population, it occurs 
throughout 
wide 
areas 
and 
strikes many races in Asia, the 
M editerranean, the Middle 
East, and Southern Europe, as 
well as Africa, as exhibit visi- 


tors discover by viewing a large 
illuminated map describing the 
various types of sickle cell and 
where they are found. 
A six-foot revolving model of 
a hemoglobin molecule—which 
carries the 
body’s 
building 
blocks—and 
accom panying 
narration by CBS-TV’s Edwina 
Moore of Chicago illustrates the 
factors resulting in the disor­ 
der. A special five-minute color 
film depicts the mechanism of 
sickle cell anemia—how the 
blood cells are distorted and 
how this affects the human 
body. TV-and-film star Greg 
Morris narrates the film 
Other 
visitor-participation 
devices aid museum-goers in 
discovering the hereditary pat­ 
terns of sickle cell. 
Tlie exhibit also spotlights the 
scientists whose pioneering re­ 
search into the field has led to 
greater understanding of sickle 
cell. Current research and 
study of the disorder and its 
treatment also are discussed in 
the exhibit’s many bright dis­ 
play units. 
The sickle cell exhibit can be 
seen on the museum’s Medical 
Balcony. Admission to the mu­ 
seum, at 57th Street and Lake 
Shore Drive, is free.

controversial ERA proposal. 
The Senate sponsor of ERA 
ratification, Esther Saperstein, 
D-Chicago, refused to call the 
resolution 
for 
a 
vote 
last 
month, 
saying 
she 
lacked 
enough votes to have the meas­ 
ure adopted. A sim ilar resolu­ 
tion seeking Illinois’ ratification 
of the ERA has been introduced 
in the House. 
Lawmakers returned from a 
12-day spring vacation Tues­ 
day, and the House quickly ap­ 
proved a measure to maintain 
the current 9.5 per cent interest 
ceiling on home mortgage loans 
through January 1977. 
The vote was 119-27 and the 
bill was sent to the Senate. 
Meanwhile, 
freshman 
Re­ 
publican Sen. Jam es “ Pate” 
Philip, presented his plan to 
eliminate the 5 per cent sales 
tax on food and prescription 
drugs and raise it to 6 per cent 
on other items. 
After a two-hour closed GOP 
caucus, Philip emerged Tues­ 
day evening to say he planned 
to introduce the measure today, 
although it did not have unified 
Republican support. 
He said a family of four 
could save as much as $200 if 
the tax on food and drugs were 
eliminated, but he did not esti­ 
mate how much the same fam i­ 
ly might have to pay because 
of the increased tax on other 
items. Philip said he hoped to 
win some Democratic support 
for the tax reform plan. He 
said it would cost state and lo­ 
cal governments nothing and 
that it would benefit the poor 
and the elderly. 
Comptroller 
George 
Lind­ 
berg, a Republican, and GOP 
Senate leader William C. Har­ 
ris of Pontiac endorsed the 
plan. 
The usury bill was sponsored 
by Rep. Jack Beaupre, D-Bour- 
bonnais, and was supported by 
the lending and housing in­ 
dustries and the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Several labor organizations 
opposed it. 
The legislature raised the in­ 
terest ceiling last spring from 8 
per cent to 9.5 per cent for a one- 
year period. The rate ceiling 
will revert to 8 per cent July 1 
unless the House and Senate 
each approve an extension and 
it is signed into law. 
“ There is no way we can leg­ 


islate what the going rate of in­ 
terest 
is 
on 
home 
loans,” 
Beaupre said. 
He 
said 
if 
lenders 
were 
forced to charge no more than 
8 per cent interest in Illinois, 
they would take their money 
outside the state where they 
could charge more. 
That, in turn, would mean no 
new housing in Illinois and the 
loss of thousands of jobs that 
would be created by an ongoing 
construction program, Beaupre 
said. 
" I think that under economic 
conditions today, we should see 
a bill to lower the interest rate 
below 8 per cent,” said Rep. 
Arthur 
Berman, 
D-Chicago, 
who opposed the measure. 
The House two weeks ago re­ 
fused to approve Beaupre’s ini­ 
tial recommendation that the 
usury rate ceiling be kept at 9.5 
per cent until 1978, and the 
measure was amended to call 
for an 18-month extension. 
In other action Tuesday, the 
House amended a bill that 
would have increased by $3,000 
the current $12,000 allowance 
legislators receive to maintain 
a home office to empower law­ 
makers to hire an extra an ex­ 
tra adminsitrative aide at $12,- 
000 a year. 


The amendment would boost 
the allowance for each legisla­ 
tor by more than 100 per cent 
to $27,000 a year. This increase, 
if approved by the House and 
the Senate and signed into law, 
would cost the state more than 
$3 million. 
A final vote on the expense 
increase is expected within a 
week. 
In committee action, a bill 
was approved and sent to the 
House to require that law en­ 
forcement authorities get 
a 
court order before they can le­ 
gally eavesdrop on persons.

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 
most 
college 
coaches, 
the 
search for new talent is the 
worst part of their job . 
The b ig-time coaches must 
trav el coast-to-coast in their 
quest to conv ince a top high 
school player that his college is 
b etter than the other 250 which 
are seeking the star. It usually 
means losing, and too many 
losses in the spring means too 
many losses in the winter. 
Maryland’s Lefty Driesell, 
one of the most successful re­ 
cruiters, doesn’t like the annual 
search. 
“I don’t know of any coach 
who really does, b ut it’s part of 
the job , and you b etter get out 
if you don’t want to do it,” said 
Driesell, who signed four b lue- 
chip athletes one week in 
March. ‘T like getting around 
and meeting people, that part 
of it. But not the trav el or the 
time away from home.” 
The pressure to field a win­ 
ning team, which in turn 
soothes the alunni, fills the 
arenas and b alances the b udg­ 
et, often leads to cheating and 
manipulating. The extent of it 
is a matter of deb ate. 
A1 McGuire of Marquette 
said; ”I really think all this 
talk of cheating is ov errated. 
From what I know, v ery little 
goes on. Sometimes a coach 
will use that as an excuse b e­ 
cause he doesn’t want to admit 
he was outrecruited.” 
1 Driesell: 
‘‘'Diere may b e 
some v iolations going on, b ut 
generally speaking those people 
are caught and punished and I 
don’t think they will b e in the 
profession v ery long. You hav e 
dishonest people in ev ery pro­ 
fession, b ut they don’t last v ery 
long. 1 think a lot of these re­ 
cruiting v iolations are b lown 
way out of proportion.” 
But 
two 
other 
reputab le 
coaches, 
Digger 
Phelps of 
Notre Dame and Dale Brown of 
Louisiana State, hav e describ ed 
the state of collegiate recruit­ 
ing in terms of “Watergate,” 
although Phelps b ack^ off 
slightly after his comments 
were pub lished. 
Phelps said college b asketb all 
soon will b e hit b y a major re­ 
cruiting scandal inv olv ing pres­ 
tigious schools which “will b e 
our Watergate.” He later said 
his remarks were greatly exag­ 
gerated. 
“Things will come out that 
‘will shock a lot of people,” said 
Phelps. “1 would not say what 
schools 1 think will get caught, 
b ut they include some presti­ 
gious schools in b asketb all. 
“Ob v iously, our system of 
penalties does not work. Cheat­ 
ing is so widespread that until 
now the odds were against any­ 
one b eing caught b ecause there 
were so few inv estigators. But 
* the few who were caught did 
not get a stiff enough penalty to 
discourage anyone.” 
‘ 
Brown, who insists that a 
coach must b e a trial lawyer to • 
understand the NCAA’s recruit­ 
ing regulations, said: “We need 
. a Watergate in college b asket­ 
b all to b ring out the facts. I 
know what’s going on, and it’s 
terrib le. But too many people 
won’t b eliev e it.” 
In Feb ruary, LSU informed 
‘ the Southeastern Conference it 
may hav e v iolated a b asketb all 
recruiting rule. “We do not 
. think we were in v iolation of 
. the rules, b ut mayb e we b roke 
93 rules or something b ecause 
♦ there are so many I don’t 
know,” said Brown. 
The alleged v iolation inv olv es 
two LSU players who talked to 
a high school player in a dress­ 
ing room after a game. Under 
. , NCAA rules, a college may not 
I ’ recruit high school players on 
the court or in a dressing room 
• 
without permission from the 
coach. 
• 
“...This is the epitome of 
• 
some of the prob lems which ex- 
. 
ist in the NCAA,” he said. “I 


hav e had deb ates with the 
NCAA b efore ov er their rules, 
and I b eliev e you almost hav e 
to b e (famed trial lawyer) Mel­ 
v in Belli to understand” them. 
Wisconsin’s John 
Powless 
says: “We’v e b een forced to ig­ 
nore some prospects b ecause of 
what 
they 
were 
asking 
for...We’v e b een forced to re­ 
cruit some people we thought 
we could dev elop instead of 
some well-pub licized b lue chip- 
pers.” 
Recruiting is disliked equally 
b y footb all coaches. Michigan’s 
Bo Schemb echer said of the 
constant follow-up, flattery and 
promises to prospects: “It’s not 
good for the kids. It’s not good 
for the coaches, either. Here I 
am prostituting myself to sign 
some 17-year-old kid to come to 
Michigan.” 
Part of the reason some 
coaches prefer not to turn in 
their peers for illegal recruiting 
is that such a thing often can 
do more harm than good, ac­ 
cording to a recent series in the 
Milwaukee Journal. 
The paper quoted a former 
Big Ten coach as saying: “I 
and some other conference 
coaches used to always report 
certain schools, b ut the confer­ 
ence wouldn’t do anything 
ab out it. It was like they were 
telling us to go out and cheat 
like the rest of them. Besides, 
it just creates b ad feelings 
among coaches.” 
In their b ook on recruiting, 
“Athletes for Sale,” to b e re­ 
leased April 24, Kenneth Den- 
linger and Leonard Shapiro 
quote Denny Crum, coach of 
Louisv ille: “1 think the recruit­ 


ing v iolations are getting worse 
and worse. I can name you a 
half dozen of the worst cheaters 
right off the b at. Ev eryone 
knows they’re cheating. You 
can giv e money under the tab le 
and it can’t b e traced.” 
Frank McGuire of South 
Carolina said in the hook, 
“Most of the time I don’t ev en 
want to know what’s going on. 
When a prize recruit comes in, 
he’s shown around b y Mr. So 
and So, a prominent b usiness­ 
man. Whatev er happens, hap­ 
pens on that end.” 
Ted Voigt, who quit in 1974 as 
an assistant coach at Wisconsin 
mostly b ecause of the trav el re­ 
quired b y recruiting and scout­ 
ing, said he b eliev ed illegal re­ 
cruiting is widespread. 
“I’m ab solutely sure it goes 
on,” he said. “A large numb er 
of b lue chip athletes get extra 
incentiv e 
from 
coaches 
or 
alumni. 
“I suspect that many of the 
schools that hav e b een success­ 
ful year in and year out partici­ 
pate in cheating. But the guys 
up top won’t talk ab out it b e­ 
cause that’s why so many of 
them are there. The guys with 
losing records can’t talk ab out 
it, b ecause it sounds like 
they’re just cry b ab ying.”

“ They had always seemed to 
be well adjusted members of 
the town and friendly neigh­ 
bors, for they lived in the same 
city block. 
“ So what are the psychologi­ 
cal factors that produce this 
modern wife-swapping fad?” 
Wife-Swapping 
As a rule, it is the husbands 
who initiate the wife-swapping 
ictea 
But sometimes wives do so, 
especially if they are childless 
and goaded by a mania to have 
a baby before they become too 
old for pregnancy.

Here are some of the hidden 
psychological factors that mo­ 
tivate such couples: 
(1) The husbands have be­ 
come partially platonic with 
their wives, so they figure that 
the novelty elements of an af­ 
fair with another woman will 
prod their waning libido 
(2) Such wives have often 
failed to furnish their own hus­ 
bands the 
proper 
boudoir 
cheesecake to prevent this 
growing impotence that afflicts 
millions of husbands.
